Prior to October l.'Jth, 1880, there 
had been no general State organ- 
ization devoted exclusively to the 
advancement of the deaf in the 
State of Pennsylvania. On this 
date, in the room numbered .33, at 
the National DeafMute College 
(which name has since been chang- 
(^d to Gallaudet College), Washing- 
ton, D. C, assembled the twelve 
students from Penn.'tylvania, New 
Jersey and Delaware — those who 
were formerly edncated at the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Deaf and Dumb, Philadelphia — 
namely :

tress." At the time President Syle 
declared : " We have not the 
means hy ourselves t,o establish or 
supfrort a Home of any kind. What 
we do roust be on a very limited 
aufl hunilrle scale, esjK'fially at 
first. Unt we can do s/Hnething. 
' To hip is <lui>i 
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which led to the establishment, 
through the efforts of two original 
members, of a fund for building 
and maintaining a Home for the 
bliird, aged and infirm deaf per- 
sons. 

The origin of the Home for Aged 
arid Infirm Deaf, at Doylest<>wri, 
may be traced to that time. 

The Association aided the Execu- 
tive Committee of the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf in raising a 
fund to pfMpetuate the memory of 
Thomas Hopkins Gallaudet, the 
founder of deaf-mute education in 
America, by erecting a bronze 
statue at Gallaudet College, Wash- 
ington, D. C, at the coat of $10,- 
000. It raised *2,000 as a share of 
the Pennsylvania deaf, which was 
the largest sum contributed by any 
single State. 

At the third Convention held in 
188G, Prof. B, R. AUabough, who 
will deliver the oration this even- 
ing, rea<l a lengthy papt^r on " The 
Need of a Better and VViser Manaye- 
inent of the Industrial Departnuiul 
of the Institution for the Doaf." 
Much interest was manifested in 
this paper, its sonmlness being ad- 
mitted. About the year 18!)0, here 
at Mt. Airy there was a|)pointcd a 
principal for the industrial depart- 
ment of this Institution. His duty, 
I understand, was to correspond, 
t)y letter, with graduates with a 
view to study their success and con- 
dition in life' and to inlr'odnce im- 
(tiovoments into his departrrifMil 
whenever possible. Thi.s chan^Je 
seem to have been largely influeticed 
by Mr. Allal)ough'8 pajjer. 

To give a full and complete his- 
tory af this organization would take 
too much time. The pnrjiose of 
the present sketch is to give a 
summary of its history. 

The number of mec^tings held 
since 1881 is twenty-one — viz., five 
meetings in Philadelphia, three at 
Pittstjiirg, two at Harrisl»urg, two 
at Scranlon, two at Riwiding, two at 
Allentown, an<l one each at 
Williamsport, Erie, York, Johns- 
town an<l LeVranon. Meeting," were 
first held triennially an<l then lii- 
ennially, and now the Society meets 
annually. 

In 1888, the title of the Associa- 
tion was changed to The Pknnhyi,- 
VANiA Society for the Advanck- 

MKNT OF THE DEAF. Mo action 
in the matter of charter was taken 
until January 3d, 1891, when the 
.Society was incorporated by (Jourt 
ef Common Pleas, No 3, of Phila- 
delphia (y'onnty. The object as 
S[)ecified in the charter are those of 
"advancing the intei'('sts of llni 
«leaf " and "the estal)llHhrnent and 
maintenance of a Home for Blind, 
Aged and Infirm Deaf persons." 

On April 28th, 1902, the charter 
was amended so as to make the 
Board of Managers the governing 
bo<ly in fad, with the Board of 
Trust^ees of the Home stdrordinafe 
in power. 

The Penrutglvanid Society News, 
the last isNlin o?-wliich is n<iw liein;; 
distributfjd, was first puldished 
quarterly in 1890, and continued 
foron«anda half years, when it 
was suspemled for lack of funds. 
It was revived last April, and it is 
to t)e hoped that it will (!ontinue to 
be putilished quarterly, yes oft.ener 
if possible. 

It is not out of place to say that 
at thei first convention, .Rev. Henry 
W. Syle made an atterni>t to eli- 
minate' the word " Mutes" from the 
the title of the Society, hut did not 
succeed. He renewed the attempt 
af the second and third meoiirigs, 
l»nt each time he withdrew it for 
want of time. 

At the fourth meeting, the at- 
tempt [rroved successful, thiough 
the combined influence of several 
converts Although the records of 
theSo<riet3' will bear the these frwjts 
out, the teachers' Convention held 
at Berkeley, Cal., in 1980, has taken 
the credit for originating the term 
" deaf " The triifh is that the idea 
of using the term rniginated in the 
first Pennsj'lvania (/onvention of 
the Deaf in 1881.' 

The summary of of the combined 
reports of the Sor-iety's Treasurer 
for the years 1881-1 90'"., gives a 
comprehensive idea of the twerrty- 
five years' work, viz.: Total re- 
ceipts : $8,992 00 ; average rerwipis 
a year : 1449.(50 ; average expenses 
a year : t'-iftd 24 ; and average bal 
ance : $93.30. 

Within seventeen .years (since 
January, 1890, until May 1907), the 
Treasurers of the Board of Trustees 
of the Home have received $21 ,480.. 
40, expended $18,222 00, and hns a 
balanceof $4,024 34 irr the mainteir- 
ance fund anrl $1,000.00 in the en- 
dowment fund. 

The estnblishment of Local 
Branches may be trac<»<l to the time 
1892. when Mr Alexander L. P«ch, 
tfien of Eastf>n, but now of New 
York, read a paper, sugL'esting that 
"in localifieH where there were no 
societies (county societies) in ex- 
istence, the deaf f)eople might cnll 
a meeting, and organize an auxili- 
ary to the Pennsylvania Society for 
the Advancement of the Deaf, to 
aef as an adjunct fo It, to help the 
various enterprises it might embark 
upon, and to further the general 
welfare of the parent body." R(. 
solution was passed Ut the elTeci 
that when auxiliary <4o*'ieties were 
formed and jrroper a|>plication 
made, the .Srwiety would be able t.o 
to the exact relation they 
lear to It.

br-anches of the Society be formed 
throughout the Slate, and that the 
President bo empowered to appoint 
committee^ in the various towns 
and to take whatevc^r action in his 
judgment is necessary to put this 
idea into efTe.cl." The next year 
the Society adopted a set of ruh's 
governing local br-anches. Con- 
sequently Williamsport, Pittsburg, 
Carlisle, Philadelphia, Johnstown, 
Altoona, Allentown, Lebanon, 
York, Scranton, Delaware County, 
and other local Itr'anches have been 
establislutd. 

" Branches of tfie Society are an 
elennuit of strength. They have 
done much good. In fact, the 
greater portion of the funds f(tr the 
maintenance of the Home (ami the 
wiping out of the mortgage on the 
Home property), has been srunii-ed 
through their efforts. They illus- 
trate the value of harmony and 
united energy in all pr-ojects for 
the collection of funds and support 
for the main object of the Society — 
the Home." 

From a memlx'rshii) of forly-two, 
it has grown to over two hundred, 
with a ti-easury with lilth> funds in 
1881, to a surplus of $7.'5.00 in the 
General Fund, $2,000 00 in the 
Maintenance Fund, and $1,000.00 in 
the F}ndowrnent Fund. In addition 
to the above, the Society has pur- 
etiased the Home property for 
$0,.5.')0.00, the value being $21,000.

In the ranks of tho New York 
Giants there is the most retrtark- 
able player that bas«'ball ever 
knew. Lttther Taylor, the <leaf- 
mtite t wirier, is probably known 
to every fan au'' fannette throtrgh- 
ouf the land, t»ut few of his ad- 
mirers realize wherein the wonder- 
ful personality is remarkable. 

Above all things they know that 
he is a humori 't and that in itself 
is queer as he can neither sptiak 
nor hear. It is a complete cor- 
roboration of the theory that htrinor 
is a natural gift and cannot be ac- 
quired in quantities lari'e inoiigh 
to be of commercial use. 

I have seen Taylor sei ,\. minor 
league crowd in roars of laughter 
by his lutlicrotis antici in the box 
and keep it itp for two hours. In 
Jamestown last summer when Mc- 
Graw Htarto<l to put In another 
pitcher tho crowd ma<le such a 
stormy demand for the deaf mute 
that he had to retHrn lo tho box and 
complete the garn« At first base 
he was vqually as funny and one of 
his greatejit hits was when he would 
imitate the umpire in motioning 
the player out just before catching 
the ball au<l then stopping lo one 
side in a ludicrous pose that saiil 
" and that proves it."

Among the players Taylor is a 
great favorite. They all love him 
and ' very man on the club cm talk 
to him iu the language of (Inuors.

But aside from Taylor-'s keen 
sense of humor he is a wonrlerfitl 
player when things become more 
serious. Players throughout the 
league assert that it is more iliffieult 
to steal third bane off Taylor, even 
when his back is turned, than any 
pitcher in either league. It is said 
that no runner ever ma'le a clean 
steal of third while th<j d(!af-mute 
was in the box. 

Taylor putj4 no dependence in his 
Itare ability to hear a shrill .screech 
or whistle oi his power to mak(! 
that peculiar grating nasal noisi 
while coaching along the lines. Ho 
really does not know that he is 
making a sound. He depends en- 
tirely u[K)n the facial expression of 
his team mates for direction in a 
close play. If a runner, hehtnd 
him, starts to steal third he can tell 
it as if by tele^rraplt from the ex- 
pression on the calrjher's faffe 
That mean's more to him than the 
loudr»st yell a coatdier can make. 
This in s<^)me respects is an advan 
laj;e, because Taylor is never con 
fused by the yelling of three or 
fo'jr men at the same lime. Their 
face is the key to the situation, no 
matter what they rnay say. 

The umpires say that Taylor's 
judgment on balls and strikes is 
practically perfect. He rarely ever 
make a protest, but when he does 
the officials know full well what ho 
means. 

He was once put out of a game 
for " rowdyism." That may 
sound queer but it is true. He was 
in Ihe box at the time and threw a 
ball directly over tho plate. "One 
ball l"yelled the umpire artd Taylor 
went straiKht up " in the air " He 
let out one awful screech and in a 
rage threw liis glove upon the 
ground, i/laring at the official in a 
way that belokene<l no good will. 
He was promptly ordered out of the 
game.

It is propoued to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., bj' the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's (Jhurcli for 
Deaf-Mut(*H. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, Jnst west 
of Amstenlam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from tho 
line of the str-eot to pttrutit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the uhtrrch edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
woitld have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. TIiIh was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fittirrg memorial to him that 
this work be now urrdertaken. St, 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the doaf mutes. 

Tho new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a baHement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Meiirorial J'arish Building" will 
be about $:)0,000, and tho building 
itself, in its [losition and purpose, 
will form a conH|)icuoui> monitmenl 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse Ihe memorial.
